THE WIN MRU. 

New Holland L by young Melbourne, who hn* already rendered him 
self famous hy being the *lre of some good anluml*. In isun. amoim 
others of his get was Pall Mall, who rau secoud to lx>rd Lyon in the 
Derby but never afterward* was worth anything. In the followiug 
year the two ye»r old. The Earl, began to draw attention hy running 
good races, and w-n* established as a warm favorite for the Derby of 
1868. The Marquis of Hastings, his owner, plunged desperately ou him 
to win by one stroke of forlnne. all the reverses of his brief hilt rapid 
career, but being too deep lu the dutches of the usurer Padwick he 
was forced to scratch his horse and Blnegowu wou. The 
Earl was sent over to France for the (irnnti J‘rlx Jr fnri*. which lie 
wou easily on the Sunday and on the following Tuesdap. after a vovvge 
across the English Channel he won the Prince of Wales* Stakes, heat- 
lug the Derby winner at level weights. New Holland did not emulate 
his illustrious half brother's doing* as a two-year old. and was among 
the rank outside divinion In the Derby betting. As utility horse of Hie 
stable, be wo* run to pick up small stake*, and won the dUth Riddles 
worth Stake*, for three year-olds, on the first day of the Newmarket 
Craven Meetlug, beating the Bay of Naples, au equally mediocre two- 
year-old performer. The following day he won the rich Column 
Slakes, also for three-year-old*, giving three pound* and uu easy 
beating to the Ully by Sannterer out of Fairiniuster, lie did not strip 
to run again, till at Doncaster he was under order* to make the pace 
for hi* owner’s Bulfe. Till* he did at a rattling pace, putting the whole 
field in distress before a mile and a half was run. except Craig Millar, 
who won easily from Bolfe. Karl of Dartrey was third und New Holland 
uiuth. out of a field of twelve. Ill* last three-year-old effort was for 
the Newmarket Derby, in the second October week; and in that Dice 
his mission again was to make the pace for Balfe. Galopiu. 130 lbs,, 
won the race; Craig Miliar. Dio lb*., was second, and Balfe. 
123 lbs., wo* third. New Holland finishing last to St. Leger 
and Picnic, who made up the field. 

His first up|H*aranee this year was at Epsom Spring, where he won the 
Great Metropolitan handicap, with 100 lbs up, over two miles and a 
quarter, beating, among others. Freeman, aged, 124 lbs. and Hay Final. 
4 years, 114 lb*. He came out at Ascot aud won the Twenty Second 
Triennial Stakes (about two miles) beating tho Earl of Dartrey. third in 
the previous Leger. Hi* last essay was to run a desperate race home 
with Freeman for the rich Alexandra Plate (In which he wa* beaten 
only a head from Freeman, aged. 133 lb*, from whom he was receiving 
7 lbs only. But this form din not seem good enough to quite win the 
Goodwood Cup.

That doge should be judged with due regard for the work they are 
expected to perform, and the sections they are used in, I* a fact which 
should uot be lost sight of in framing a code for the control of Held 
trials. Mr. Llewelliu wrote in reply to ** Leatlierhead * of " Ml'* Lift" 
who quoted the "aortyneis," or similarity between Individuals of a well 
bred pack of foxhounds as an example for Setter breeder*. "In the one 
case ’ aortynew * Is essential, in the other it is a positive drawback, inas- 
much as no one animal (although fair or good* is perfect for all sorts of 
counties." If this is true In Great Britain where Setters nre used only 
In open shooting, how much more applicable It is in this couutry, where 
these dogs are worked In both cover aud opeu. and the requirements nre 
consequently much greater. For quail in sections free from cover, for 
snipe and pinnated grouse, the most killing dog, other things being 
equal, is a fast wide ranger. Hut for woodland game, the wood¬ 
cock and rutfed grouse, a short range and cautious pace 
becomes a sine gua non. In tangled undergrowth the dog 
bent suited for brilliant display lu the open, is absolutely 
worthless. There are, it Is true, occasional exceptions to this rule, but 
they are few and far between, and if this, lew and by far the larger 
portion are found tu the hands of market shooters.beeause the experience 
which aloue teaches a dog to appreciate and discriminate between the 
habits of different birds, and to regulate his action lu accordance with 
these, is gained only after more constant and varied practice than most 
amateur* are able to give their dogs. I low'often do we hear s dog ex¬ 
tolled for his excellence on some one kind of game, yet every Instance 
of such praise carries with it the implied admission of compartive in¬ 
feriority under other circumstance*. Nor is this unnatural, even among 
MB the meet skillful artisans are those w ho devote their entire atten¬ 
tion and uatural disposition of talent to some one pursuit. Jacks of all 
trades are proverbially good at none, and we can t ask more of brutes 
thau we do of humuu beings. 

There are many sections when* all the shooting is found in heavy 
corn, with fields so limited that tlu* bevy when flushed upon the stub¬ 
ble*. files immediately t*» an adjaccut swauip. To start a man out In 
•uch places with a dog that goes gallopiug ami crashing through the 
bushes, is simply to insure an empty hog at uight fall From these 
facts the do<* for nieii who hunt in such a country must be slow aud 
careful, naturally so too, if great labor and trouble in reforming the 
contrary disposition is to be avoided, llcre Is just where Mr. Llewell- 
iu's statement fits the case, and we must not allow our desire to breed 
winners in our present field trials, to blind us to the fact that these wilt 
not do in all cases. Face is otic of the esscuthils lu a Held trial as now 
conducted, but pace under such circustances as we have named Is fatal. 
We must have steady dogs as well as fast ones. If the requirements of 
all sportsmen nre to be met. >uch dog* must be bred by as careful 
selection as aulmuls in which a great him of speed Is desirable, for cer¬ 
tainly we shull uot get first-class performers of both kinds from one and 
the same set of progenitors. Now the only way to eucourage 
the broediug of slow dogs, is to give them a fair 
opportunity to compete at trials under circumstances which 
will display their peculiar excellencies. If one of these was turned 
down against a slashing going dog. he would, under our present style 
of judging be beaten out of fight, since he would probably never gel. 
near birds before the fiyer had fouud them. Extreme* cannot meet la 
such rase*, aud the only remedy is to ruu two classes, or better still to 
adopt “Dog WhipV suggestion of positive and negative points; and 
‘'Snapshot's" plan of single dog trials. Last year a brace of dogs ran 
at Memphis, and won. simply through their breaking, .and being put 
down to scattered bird*. where slow work told, with the additional fact 
that the entries against them wen? so few. It must uot. however, be 
supposed from this that these dogs were of inferior quality, for under 
circumstances favorable to their style of performance, they were capa¬ 
ble of grand work, aud could have beaten faster dogs into a cocked hat. 
There Is a very large demand for just such animals, supply keeping 
place with it simply because the popular fancy all runs to speed, and u 
dog is no: considered valuable uulesshe can travel like a quarter horse. 
This would be well enough If trial work aud open sbisdiug was alone to 
be provided for. but it is uot, and If trials are to bc|genernlFy useful, they 
must be so arranged os to give slow dogs a chance, and make them 
Justly popular with breeders. 


The international Oojf Show. 

BY PROP. CHARLES LINDEN. 

IIambl'Ko, July IX, 1876. 

The good old city of Hamburg affords but little diversion in the 
Summer months to tbe lover of the rod and gun. The inhabitant* are 
essentially a commercial race, given In thrlr hours of leisure to the re¬ 
laxations afforded by music, theatrical representations os endless ex¬ 
cursion* on their beautiful river Elbe, as far as its month or even be¬ 
yond it, to the little auaint Island of Heligoland. Since good cheer in 
shape of every conceivable variety of spiritual comfort* is provided on 
all of these occasion*; since the spirit* from without there duly elate 
the spirits within of tbeae staid burghers of the great "freie Reich- 
statu, such excursion* are the chief channels of pleasure, and the 
sportsman duly equipped for a bard day's work In brake and field would 
be looked upon as a monomaniac, rather than as an individual wbo 
has chosen a most sensible mode to insure by means of physical invig¬ 
orating exercise a correspondingly healthy development of mind and 
body. There ia, however, still much to see, much to admire for one 
newly arrived from the shores of the new world, where 
tbe busy struggle for existence, the a* yet widely scat¬ 
tered population over a broad area of a partly primitive 
soil do not give rise to the solid structures and the re¬ 
fined enjoyments which are the prerogative of a dense population. 
Among structures I comprehended their public building*, such as ex¬ 
changee. government departments, theatres, public halls, etc., which in 
solidity and ornamentations find but few rivals on other continents. 
Outdoor enjoyments, even within city limit* proper are uot wanting, 
and the public gardens attest by their attraction*, both natural and 
artistic, the tastv and perfection to which the pnuderitig to the love 
for amusement and instruction may be carried. As good a concert a* 
any refined lover of music may wish for can be listened to in many of 
these shady retreats for a moderate price of admission, or even less by 
simply following salt and doing in Rome mm the Romans do, which 
means here the qaafflng of an unlimited amount of beer. It Is chiefly 
this beverage which is the broadameut of social Germany. Between 
twin slaters-music and tobacco -we have the three elements 
essential to roost of tbe gatherings, festival* and ceremonies; without 
It, Germany as it is would really cease to exist, as all habits, custom* 
and manners would have to pass through a most serious modification 
to accommodate themselve* to a new order of things. Even tbe 
prosperity of vreat public Institutions like that of the zoological 
gardens—one or the finest institutions of It* kind in tbe old world 
depends in some measure upon the excellence of the restaurant 
attached to it. It has been actually proven by the former low financial 
condition of the Berlin gardetis bow necessary such accompaniment* 
are to their well being, aud Hamburg has not been remiss In profltting 
by the example and attaching to its Institution at the very outset of Its 
opening career a place of recreation not Inferior in accommodation 
and gorgeous outfit to that or auy lu existence in tbe fatherlaud. 
On certain days of the week, the hunts rots of tbe o«ty alone 
are admitted; fashion, with lta silken, feathery and golden 
adornments, condescends then to review the tiger and nyppo- 
potamus, and aet thereby an example of invitation to all others less fa¬ 
vored In worldly means. Very soon the garden* became thus not only 
a place of Instruction, bnt also of popular resort. Tbe admUnion price 
l* bat 1)1 cent* per adult. The strange and (interesting sights are many; 
last though not least of all the beer at the restnarant* U not beyond or¬ 
dinary prices, and good withal. What wonder, then, that the prosperity 
of Us gardens Increased, and give by tholr growth a seeming evidence 
to the outside world of the high patronage natural history enjoys In a 
city where formerly the quay with Its fleets, were the only affairs which 
a man of common sense deigned to Duties, and which swelled the breaat 
of all honest Hamburgers wttb due sense of pride, for It was really Its 
commerce alone to which the city la indebted for her greatness. 

The road of innovation once opened, soon lengthened and became oo. 
larged by enterprises of a similar character, one of which came unde* 


urcHent notice on account of Its somewhat closer connection with the 
legitimate calling ol the aportaman. It was an International dog exhibl 
lion. 

The exhibition was so novel to the people hereabouts that they Is 
bored under the happy illusion of having conceived a purely original 
Idea, although the same has been arrived at with more or Vs* success in 
several cities of the new world. I believe. In fact, that Mr. Barnaul of 
New York was the very first man who ever engaged in an enterprise of 
that kiud. setting thereby, to alt posterity, an example worthy of Imita¬ 
tion. I never haa the pleaeure of Inspecting the last exhibition held at Chi¬ 
cago, and am therefore incapable of drawing accurate comparative lines; 
but a description of what 1 saw here may enable the reader who ha* been 
in attendance tommpletc the task. There ware WO dog* all told. Off the 
various race* on exhibition, these sporting dog* proper numbering 
t*<!5 individuals. Near fifty prlzeM were to be awarded, ten of which 
were more or lea* conspicuous, the rest seemed simply pretty trifles, 
mostly fashioned from light silverware, aud rather neatly executed. 
The building for the show was one usually used for such purpose*, and 
presented a rather antiquated and unsuitable aspect. It looked like an 
old deserted meeting-house of the sixteenth century, aud may. for aught 
1 know .really nertaiu to that period .ah the city proper has many houses of 
far higher antiquity. A few policemen guard tne entrance, decorated 
by the flags of mauv nations, England In particular. We pay here the 
steep price of one thaler for admission; 15 cents more for a neatly exe¬ 
cuted catalogue, descriptive of all of the cauine contents, and And our 
elves face to face with them. We view six long row* of uarrow stalls 
made of rough boards of pine, and of the right height to give a full view 
of their inmates. The bottom of the stalls and passage way* arc strewn 
With freata sawdust, to prevent all offensive odor. The dogs are on the 
main well-bolinvod; bnt few hark or howl, and these are persistent in 
tbelr efforts, asking for no relief nor help from tbe next neighbor. 
Each stall i» well numbered in corresponded;* with the printed pro¬ 
gramme. although evidently several mistakes occur which may 
have been later corrected. I saw, for Instance, long-haired setter* 
labelled off tu* short-haired pointer*. 

The aspect, in general, of the exhibition—I mean it* geueral impres¬ 
sion upon any visitor from abroad—is unsatisfactory. The stalls are far 
from being roomy and neat in appearance; many or their Inmates look 
neglected. Some are evidently of races which would never have been 
exhibited in the IHiited States as pure, but are what people curtly 
call cur*. These prevail particularly In the rows tabled otT as New¬ 
foundland aud St. Bernard doga -of which two uoble race* so few real 
true-bred individuals are fouud. Here, however, were no lees than 
about tfc>, all of course full blooded, aud this in face of the fact that the 
real 8L Be/uard dog has become nearly extluct. There was one pair, 
however, belonging to a long-named German prince, which bore in its 
very aspect the patent of true nobility, and differed from the allied 
Newfoundlander In compact build, somewhat more wooly hair and a 
peculiar dark drab tint. These had beeu evidently bred with the great¬ 
est care, aud may he called in truth the gems of the whole exhibition. 
There were to nearly all of these animal* prices attached opposite to 
their catalogued Qames, but the sums seemed ill many instance* so ab¬ 
normal. that they only helped to excite merely a smile. Such mouey 
would never be paid. Oue dachshund, valued at €500; another fox¬ 
hound, owned by the Lnndgraf. of Hessen, at £2.500; and mauv others 
cummsuding by annexed figure* over fl.OUO, will remain in all proba¬ 
bility a* figures without hope of readying actnal tales. It is 
asserted, however, that many of them are not for sale, and that their 
fanciful price I* merely used as an expression of the wish of the owner 
to that effect. But why not write ‘'Not fur Sale" in the place of such 
pouipou* unineaniugne**. I have stated that pointers and setters repre¬ 
sented tbe largest fraction of the animals, arnoug tbe rest we notice 
bull dogs. Sky aud Scotch terrier*, German Mopaes and Spitzes. Grey¬ 
hounds, Spaniels, Fox and Bloodhouuds. Dachshunds. Poodles, Re¬ 
trievers aud several large sized breeds belonging to the mastiff stock, 
called here Ulmer and Danische doggen. Thu proximity of England 
allows of a fine display of full blooded bull dogs a race, however, cul¬ 
tivated chiefly hy the sporting man, and one for which the sportsmnu 
hus no particular affinity No less thau two King Charles Spaniels 
were entered, quite a strange percentage In view of the recent asser¬ 
tions that there are hardly a dozen of these animals alive and owoed 
withal by the most exclusive houses of the aristocracy of England. 
Their exact description answers, it is black aud (an with white throat. 
Disgusting lap dogs had turned out in full force. Heveral of the latter 
enjoyed their usual reserved accommodation of satin cushion with 
gold cbaiti. In door confinement absence of all exercise renders all 
of these animals puny and sickly looking. aud reflect bnt lit¬ 
tle credit upon the taste of their fair owners who mellilnk* should have 
educated their senses up to a higher standard of appreciation of tbe 
truly beautiful in nature. A* it is, they seem fairly to delight In pos¬ 
session of miniature sickly deformities which are often due to employ¬ 
ment of artificial means. A large number of the Betters or pointers 
were of English importation, but the largest number belougea to citi¬ 
zens of Hamburg. 

It was a noticeable fact that a majority of the better bred animals be¬ 
longed exclusively to Hamburg, which seemed upon this occasion to 
have fairly disgorged itself of it* best looking Individuals, representing 
the various canine race*. The pointer in Germany is better bred and 
more extensively used than the setter. The latter, by reason of it* su¬ 
perior intelligence, personal attachment, greater hardiness in resisting 
cold aud wet, as well for its soft, silky, and glossy coat, i* the pet of 
thu sportsmen of America. The picture of a smooth, short-haired poin¬ 
ter. shivering at even light touches of cold, doe* not suit the idea of 
healthy, comfortable warm blooded exercise in which the sportsman de 
light*, and it Is for this reason, probably, that this race has been aban¬ 
doned wherever out-dourbuutliig Is of a rough nature, more faligueing 
in character than over the smooth stubble field* and carefully 
laid out as pic nio reserves of Germany, where game is shot ss if by con¬ 
tract. Notwithstanding, however, the imposing wording of interna¬ 
tional exhibitions, we may. at any time see iu inland cities like Chicago 
and Buffalo, os many fair bred, and, generally speaking, better cared for 
sporting dogs than here, where the visitor enters a presupposed focus of 
artificial breeding. The climate of the middle States seems In every 
way more suitable to the healthy growth of these fine animals, which 
always flourish best where winters are rather severe. It Is, probably, 
owing to this circumstance that tbe Esquimaux, St. Bernard and New 
Foundland luxuriate in such exceptional beauty of shaggy coating. 

An entirely new race, one which seems peculiar to the country, 
could be studied in a curious looking Hungarian wolfhound. This 
animal wo* as large as a * mall Newfoundland dog, looked somewhat 
like a large sized sheep dog. had a soft, thick hairy coat, of deep black, 
with fine silver gray uose, throat and paws. A race like this, if cultiva¬ 
ted, must certainly prove a most efficient protector of flocks of sheep 
wherever wolves abound, as I* tbe case In Hungary near the Transyl¬ 
vanian bounderies. This, with an Ulmer dog of monstrous 
size nnd peculiar yellow color, were among the few animals 
entirely new to hint wbo ha* for many years studied with care and 
attention several of the races of domestic dogs, particularly those 
coming in the exclusive range of the devotee to the sports of field 
and forest. 

The present exhibition has in many respect* disappointed expecta¬ 
tions. It is hardly to be presumed that owners of animals which are 
highly prized will ever consent to trust thorn to the uncertainties of a 
public exhibition in a foreign land. It is questionable whether the 
expenses incurred by Heudtng a special trusty attendant along with 
tbelr favorite gets will bean equivalent for the partial and uot far 
sounding houor they carry off by announcement that their dogs have 
woo the first prize. If any animal is truly excellent it* superiority 
becomes well established without any such efforts, otherwise Ibe 
transaction bears too much the impress of speculation, as good certified 
stock does command a high commercial vulne. Hamburg made 
here actually a fairer show than made by England 
with It* t'ar-famed highly bred animals, which circumstances 
would have been reversed providing technical difficulties of travel 
across the sea could have been avoided. The price of adml*sion wa* 
also much miscalculated Tbe German loves his dog, hut not enough 
to pay the *um of oue dollar -a big amount for Iiih customary economy 
—to have a look at a dog owned by bis neighbor. But few people en¬ 
joy the privilege of bunting, a pastime requiring an outlay of consid¬ 
erable ineauM and plenty of spare time, a rare combination In the huny 
old World. Far (tetter to pocket the sum. or invest If in listening to the 
magnificent strains of Madame Mallinger. who will give her farewell 
benefit to-night at Hchultze’s new theatre. It. is my Imnressloo that 
dog exhibitions will be more frequent in after limes, but also that they 
are at present hampered much with partiality in awarding of prizes; 
ill judgment of tbe appointed committee* In allowing aulmala of not 
strictly pure race to be exhibited, and a lack of spirit In carrying out of 
wholesale enterprises, which would be attended by better re*uIt* If 
better guarantee* for safety and care of dogs could be given, along 
with a more notorious publicity of proceedings. 

The ultimate legitimate object, an attempt to Improve by nur.h 
mean* the various race* of doga under the fntellectul care of man must 
never be loat sight of; nor give way to a spirit of apeculatlon. on 
a realization of material profits, which In all amateur pursuit* must 
ever be of secondary consideration.

The great International Dog Show, at Hamburg, appear* for the tliii« 
to have drawn all the doggy lutereet away from * T Merrle England " At 
the name time It Is ouly fair to say that a great slice of the prize inouev 
Is drawn from Uermauy by Eugllsh dogs. In point of number of un 
trie* the show wa* moat successful, having secured no lese than 565 in 
44 classes, which give* the respectable average of nearly 16. Blood 
hound* numbered 14; but out of these Mr. ltays* well-known Baron 
and Barone** were absent. Foxhound* were only represented by iw u 
dog hound* and three bitches. Sir WatklnWynn Bart., took both 
first with titateaniau and Ho og* tress. Thu Harrier* only consisted of 
two conple of German representative*, aud the Beagle* failed to secure 
a single entry. There were five Deerhound dog* first prize credited i» 
England by the aid of Mr. li. II. Wright's Bevl* Prince; Albert Kollna 
took first with hi* Dag mar. the only other entry being Ilarou \Y 
8chm*dcr’« Fanner Greyhound* were very poor Indeed. Pointer* 
and Settera, however, made up for other shortcoming*. In Pointer 
dog* there were uo lea* than 44. Five of these were owned by English 
exhibitor*, who secured both first and second prizes, the absolute win¬ 
ner being Mr. Wbitehouau's Treut— the same that, won the Birmingham 
and Dublin cups; Trent also take* the oxtra prize of 100 mark* a* the 
beat sporting dog of all classes. In bitches there wen; 17. Mr. WMTTe 
house couilug first and third, with Pearl and Sally, aud Mr Kenynu 
second with Duchea*. an average good bitch that lia* won once or 
twice lu decent company at home. Setter dog* numbered 24 and 
bitchc* lb; iu both these classes English or English bred dog* formed 
the greater portion.

Mr. Cochrane second, and Mr. Holmes third. In bitches Holmes first', 
and Baylls aecood, England thu* scoring every prize. Water spaniel* 
were solely supported by English entries, Mr. Skidmore receiving both 
firats.aud Mr. Fletcher playing "double seconds." Dachshunds furnishud 
3*4 dogs and 90 bitches. Mr. Fttx-Herbert, Mr. Fred Barclay, Hamburg, 
and Mr. Temperley were tbe only English owners who dared to beard 
the lion in nis den, a presumption which of course met its own de¬ 
serts, none of them receiving so much as a commendation. 
The only other variety class in the sporting division 

consisted of a so-called tlgerhound. a niihuuerhund. a 
Ilartz boar bound and two spaniel* from Euglaud, the one an ordinary 
field spaniel and tbe other Mr. Fletcher's clumber Bounce, the winuer 
at the Crystal Palace, the latter brace an well a* a third field spaniel 
which did not appear In the catalogue took their equal flrMt award*. 
Coming to the second division or dog* used in field sports we flml 
plenty of material, but barring the English contingent, rather lack 
ng in quality. In English mastiff dogs and bitches showu together 
there were Heventeeu entries. The pride of place fell to Turk an Eng¬ 
lish bred dog, being by the champion Turk out of champion Stella, hut 
owned by lue Prince Albert of Tohn*. Mr. Sundell'a Klor Finn a 
daughter of Mian Hall's Fabius, came second, and a Lynne Ilall received 
honorable mentiou. The Danish mastiffs or as we call them here “great 
Danes" numbered twenty-four; Ulmer mastitis, thirty-five; Newfound¬ 
lands, thirty-one; ami Ht. Bernards forty-one. In these classes England 
not competing, the quality did not ruu very high. Iu hull dogs the 
eutries only numbered seven, hut Mr. Hughe's Gambler being among 
them proved a host In himself, of course he won; Prince Albert of Tolms 
buving to play secoud fiddle with Hullo the wluner at Baden-Baden 
and the Hague, Mr. Hughs was again very formidable iu bull terriers, 
taking first and second respectively with Madman 111 aud Madman, both 
well known on English benches. Fox terriers, which, by tbe way .should 
properly have heeu classed iu the first division, wen* but poorly repre¬ 
sented; there were only nine entries, out of which there were three ah 
seutees, the remaluder being exceedingly menu speciiiu'its; both first 
aud second prizes came to Kiiglund. Mr. Samlell's Kill-'em and eat 
’em was absent. Black and tau terriers, broken haired terriers, akyes 
aud other rough vermin dogs, were, with ihe exception of the winners, 
all of which came from Rnglaud, a very sorry lot indeed, u long way 
beneath the staudard of British fanciers. Iu sheep dog* Mr. II. Cope 
was first. Herr Koenigsheim receive! two extra firsts; Mr. Wex came 
in for second and Baron Von Schroeder whipped iu with third, hi 
Spitz or Pomeranian dogs, of which there were ouly niue entries. Mr. 
Kooop took the first and Mr. Martin the second. The pug dog Leo, 
winuer at the Crystal Palace in 1875, retained hi* prestige by winning lu 
a good class of twenty; ooly three King Charlie spaniels competed; 
the winner Mr. Peoui*' Lady, being above Ihe average; all of them 
were English bred. Italian greyhounds aud other toys were well rep¬ 
resented. It may be nienlioued as u fact worth notiug.that iu the forty- 
six classes, the English division carried off the Lion's share of the prize- 
money. No less than twenty four firsts are gained by Englishmen, six 
teen seconds and *oven thirds. 

The cavilling ut the judge's decision at the Palace has nearly worn It¬ 
self out, hut 1 cannot help thinking that the Kennel Club will never at¬ 
tain much of a position a* a governing body; In reality, they have no 
footing whatever beyond their show* at the Crystal Palace and Alex 
andra park; and about the management aud arrangement of these there 
1* so much of the "I'll pat you if you'll pat me." that the general body 
of exhibitors get quite disgusted, aud begin to think they should learn 
to govern themaclve* before they govern other people. I should much 
like to nee a powerful and respected governing body lu the canine 
world; but to be of any good it should he constituted on a sounder ba¬ 
sis thau a private club, holdiug two shows per aiiuuin, at which the 
judges are nearly all appointed from their own body. The member* 
aud committee show, and cooaequently there Is but little 
confidence among the "outsiders." Several show* that Iasi year 
announced ihemrcvea a* "held under Kennel Club Rules" intend this 
year or next to throw off the yoke, as they begin to discover it Is a very 
one-sided yoke, and a very hollow one. too. Local commlttceH begin 
to aee they get impeded by such patronage, and receive no assistance iu 
any form whatever. It is exceedingly absurb to ask such a self-consti¬ 
tuted body to settle any grievance or dispute, because, having no lot tm 
standi the party decided against, unless he ha* .specially agreed to 
abide hy thu result, ha* merely to snap hi* finger aud laugh, a course 
which he generally pursues.

8 resents no merit whatever, that l can see, while It opc*n* up a clear 
eld for fraud in several ways. It Is not possible to tell, with any cer¬ 
tainty, tbe age of a ' dog over one year. If I had 

my way, I would propose "six month* aud under," aud 
overall months iu all classes except greyhounds, which might be 
divided Into sapling*, puppies, and all aged classes. Instead of having 
a class for cockers and one for springer*, terms almost obsolete in the 
world, it would have beeu better to have separated them by weight or 
color; the latter Is most In vogue over here; clumber*, of course, being u 
distinct variety, would a* now, staud by themselve*. Blenheim and Klug 
Charlies being merely "tovs," and not recognized as spaniels are in the 
"wrong box" altogether; the H division would have been a better class¬ 
ification. Eleven pounds Is not the weight at which black and Dm ter¬ 
riers are usually divided; sixteen pounds would have been nearer the 
correct thiug. Bull terriers should most decidedly be divided over and 
under 18 or NO lbs, because It Is ao much more difficult to produce good 
little ones than good big ones. After akye* and Dandic Diumnnts have 
been provided for. It la absurd to give another class for Scotch terri¬ 
er*. because then 1 I* no anch breed now recognized-, what was former¬ 
ly technically known a* the Scotch terrier Is now called the Yorkshire 
blue and tan, or broken haired terrier. By the classification 
It now stands, tbeae Yorkshire dogs may find tbelr way 
into both class au and class 4», which is framed for 
"broken or wife haired terriers." two totally different breed*. Tbe 
broken hair Is the same as what la sometimes Ntmom! Yorkshire and 
Hometlmss Scotch, a pretty toy with a long silky haired coat, and very 
rich lu color, carefully combed aud brushed at Intervals of a few min¬ 
ute*. The wire-haired terrier on the other hand l* a "workman," a fox 
terrier with a hard wire coat reaembling hog’* bristles; one that will 
face anything from a fox to a rat. and never take no for an answer l 
fear very much that tile classes for foxhounds, harriers and beagles wt I 
result In failure; they always do here, still I trust it may prove a happy 
exception at the Centennial.

borne by a wolf toward all dog*. Such being the state of things. I*. In 
needless to say that when oace an “exchange'* takes place, “claret" Is 
drawn with a vengeance. Strange to say, the wolf has generally 
the first grab. He dodges the moment the leading dog dashes at him, 
and grabs him by the neck (hence the usual spiked coflara which most 
wolf dogs wear when likely to be so-*n engaged on active service). 
Meanwhile, the second dog comes like a whirlwind, and generally 
upsets both the wolf and his companion In hia furious onslaught. 
Then the worry begins not always on the right side though, but gen¬ 
erally it Is so—and aoou there remains nothing of life in the carcase on 
which the dogs still keep exercising their laws. If on the contrary, the 
wolf has managed, somehow, to disable the dogs, he rarely wastes his 
time to kill them outright; he fears another attack (there he is most 
likely right), and so he wisely makes the best of his time, and of his 
legs, in order to get clear. 

A well practised wolf-dog, however, os a rule fights cunning. He 
does not rush in blindly; he has tried it on ineffectually too often be • 
fore (as he has good cause to remember) to try It on again; he there¬ 
fore. galmly bides his chance; and there are few sights more startling, 
in troth, in the whole pursuit of sport, thau that of two dogs eagerly 
racing a wolf, and then bothering him, stopping him. taming him. aud 
keeping him at bay. Their glistening eyes are starting out of their 
sockets, and their teeth fully exhibited whilst the spikes on their col¬ 
lars grimly stand on end like their own hairs. Thus the three remain 
for a few momeuts the wolf shamming, pretending to bolt one way and 
then another, when rush goes one of the dogs at him. and down comes

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THE MEMPHIS FIELD TRIALS. 

From all accounts, the Memphis Field Trials in November 
next promise to be a grand success. The Tennessee Stale 
Sportsmen’s Association have worked hard to make them 
such, and it is but right that sportsmen should appreciate 
their efforts by aiding them all in their power by both enter¬ 
ing their dogs and attending personally. There is no way 
in which our dogs can be brought to that perfection which 
we desire than by a trial in the field, for it is there that the 
relative merits of the dogs are brought into competition, ‘ 
and practical results adduced. Such a trial is the leveller 
of pedigrees and form, and brings into view the qualities 
which the sportsmen require in a dog, without which an 
animal is not worth the podrder which it would require to 
dock his tail shorter than even the most liberal bench show 
would permit a dog to possess which it may be desired 
to exhibit. Not that we ignore pedigree, for pedigree 
is evidence of purity of blood, and we have fought 
too long for this, and on a side when we 
were in a remarkably small majority, to now ignore it. On 
the contrary we advocate it stronger than ever, practical 
experience having but made an assurance doubly sure; but 
we want practical evidence that it is the blood and form in 
reality we imagine it to be, and that the glamour of preju¬ 
dice has not caused us to mistake the shadow for the 
substance. 

We once indulged in the fond hope, cherished for more 
than a year, of winning a Memphis trial. Hard we worked 
for it, sparing neither labor nor expense, and in order to 
feel assured of the brace slukes we hud to eat rather a bitter 
leek. Banshee was all right for the single stakes, but where 
to find a mate for her for the braces, and an entry for the 
puppy stakes, she being too old, being over eighteen 
months. Peg loomed up, and it was a choice of eating a 
considerably large piece of humble .pie to buy her, having 
locked horns with “ Dog-Whip ” and Buckle on the relative 
merits of the Llewellin and Macdona kennels, or 
not to back up our statements of the superiority 
of blue blood. To have to make up a brace and 
find an entrance for the puppy slakes, with one 
out of the Strathroy kennel was rather a bitter pill to swal¬ 
low; but the principle we have always acted on, to award 
merit where it was due, prevailed, and we plunged into the 
cold bath, shivering for a while, but soon warmed up with 
the reflection that we had not allowed any mean preju¬ 
dice to get the better of our common sense, and that with 
Peg and Banshee we should sweep the decks. The acrid 
taste of the bitter was relieved not a little by the good joke 
we felt we had on “Dog Whip” that we should crack his pate 
with a stick of his own rearing. The reputation of the Un¬ 
known and Banshee travelled from the prairies of Illi¬ 
nois and Iowa, where they were being prepared 
for the contests of last October, with a celerity 
faster than the birds which were flushed be¬ 
fore them; so fast that when we reached Memphis 
we found not a few who felt confident that victory would 
perch on the banner of him whom the Strathroy Chief had 
dared to leave his wigwam, his squaw and papooses to 
meet him on the plains of Memphis, where he was to be 
scalped and his occipital covering carried in triumph back 
to the reservation of Strathroy that the festive young 
Indians, and those to follow, might then and in the future 
regard it as the victory of the great Canadian Chief who 
had travelled toward the rising sun and the father of waters 
to annihilate the last of his tribe. With a visible fear each 
one desired on our arrival in Memphis to know where were 
Banshee and the Unknown; and whom said Dog Whip did 
yon get the Unknown form * We had bought her 
second-handed and Dog Whip knew not of the transfer 
or change of name. As we viewed the costly goblets 
of the pure metal glistening in the window where they were 
on exhibition we felt they were but a reflex of our 
bright hopes. He who had come to slay would be slain we 
were confident. The great dropper advocate even paled 
when the Unknown was mentioned, and Guy sought the 
shades of seclusion rather than the mid-day sun, which was 
to verify that which had been displayed in the glare of the 
newspaper columns. But, alas I the fond hopes which time 
and ambition had fed were never realized. A thief in St. 


Louis plucked the bud which was soon to bloom. Banshee 
stolen and Peg arriving the last minute, jaded out, in one 
I short moment the rich prizes which wc wen; to have carried 
home with us vanished into smoke, and insteud we carried 
back but the ashes of the charred hopes which had been 
born but never matured. Since then our lines have been 
cast in other waters. Our position forbids us from 
entering into competition with those between whom 
we are compelled to act as arbiter; hence the possibility of 
our winning a field trial is a thing of the past. But never¬ 
theless wc shall enjoy them all the same with the kindred 
spirits we hope to meet at Memphis, among whom there 
are none more congenial and more whole-Bouled than the 
sportsmen of Memphis and the members of the Tennessee 
Slate Sportsmen’s Association. 

We had commenced this article with Ihe intention of only 
noticing the coming field trials, but the reminiscences of the 
last meeting, not only our loss, which we feel as keenly as 
we did then, but also the many good friends we made there, 
and the fond recollection we hold them in, bore us away 
on fancy's wings, and the reveries in the past inspired our 
pen to the length we have gone. 

THE CLEVELAND MEETING. 

The first meeting of the Septilateral last week was highly 
successful, and there were immense gatherings daily to 
witness the trotting. The track was in good order and 
fast and the racing was first-class. The Western trotters | 
received a fair share of the spoils. They were well 
deserved, being wrested by dint of hard, honest trotting. 

On Tuesday, July -’5, the opening day, Messrs. Nye & 
Foster's grey mare, Muuibrino Kate, by Mumbrino Patchen, 
captured the 2:36 purse, after a closely contested race of 
five heats, winning the first, third and fifth heats, beating 
five sturdy contestants. The best time, 2:2.")}, was in the 
second heat, which is credited to Irene. 

The 2:24 purse, same day, was gallantly won by M. Hig- 
bee's fine gelding Little Fred, in three heats, over a field of 
nine veterans. The little horse again reduced his record, 
making the first and third each in 2:21}. He trots with a 
great deal of nervous energy, and when squared is ditlicult 
to head, and, ere reaching the tail end of the circuit, will 
earn for Higbee the wager made last Fall, of scoring three 
heats in 2:20. The runners also came in for a fair share of 
applause, and we were glad to see luck turn for the redoubt¬ 
able Captuin. The mile heat race was won by his chestnut 
colt Waddill, in the fast time of 1:43}, 1:46}. 
On the second day, the slashing chestnut 
stallion Gen. Grant, carried off fresh laurels for the Western 
division by winning the 2:29 purse in the fast 
time of 2:23}, 2.25}, 2:25}. He was sired by Wapsie, son of 
Green’s Bashaw and has shown marked improvement in the 
hands of Peter Johnson. The trot for the 2:22 purse was an 
excellent onefand reflects great credit upon the California 
stallion, 8am Purdy, who won the second, third and fourth 
heats, over such clinkers as Badger Girl, Cosctte and Joe 
Brown. The speedy black gelding Prospero was drawn, a 
circumstance of regret to all, it being claimed that he was 
“off." The “girl of the Badger State,” showed her mettle 
by trotting a dead heat with the stallion. The first and 
third were the fastest, each in 2:23}. After the first race 
was concluded, Lula attempted to beat Goldsmith Maid’s 
2:14; the purse was $1,000, and entrance money added if the 
feat was accomplished. The trial was a failure the best 
heat, the second, was 2:17}. 

The third day of the meeting will be a memorable one for 
Cleveland. The sport opened with the 2:32 class, which 
had nine starters, which Albermarle handsomely captured 
in three straight heats, earning a record of 2:23. The all en¬ 
grossing trot or the meeting, the “free for all," was now 
called. The appearance of the “speedy" trotters on the 
stretch, created great excitement, and as the race pro¬ 
gressed, the interest became intense. Smuggler, Goldsmith 
Maid, Lucille Golddust, Judge Fullerton, and Bodine, re¬ 
sponded to the bell. The first two heats were won by the 
incomparable "Maid," the stallion showing his usual un¬ 
steadiness. Great hopes had been built on the great speed 
shown by him at Philadelphia and the odds of two to one in 
favor of the Maid were eagerly taken. The third, fourth, 
and fifth heats, were won by him after a desperate contest, 
lowering his previous record three-fourths of a second, 
and crediting himself with the three fastest stallion 
heats. The time was 2:15}, 2:17}, 2:16}, 2:19} and 2:17}. 
On the fourth and last day of the meeting, the sport opened 
with the 2:26 class trot, and had seven starters. It was won 
by the bay gelding Lewinski after a finely contested race of 
six heats, the Western representatives Mazomani and Elsie 
Good making a Bharp contest for second money. The Cali¬ 
fornia gelding Edgington secured the first heat. The fast¬ 
est wus the fourth. Time, 2:25},. The 2:20 class followed 
and the interest in It was merely nominal. May Queen 
proved the winner in three heats. The wind up brought 
out the thoroughbreds. The starters wore Waddill, War 
Jig and Vicksburg; and the distance prescribed was a dasu of 
two miles. It was won after a handsome struggle by Wud- 
dill. Time, 3:45}. The meeting at Cleveland was a grand 
success, and the most gratifying ever held by the club.

Working a Dog too Young, ami what ('oiislitutes a 
Puppy. 

BY T. X. BOR* PALL. 

In connection with my last article there Is oue grand point I omitted, 
viz.: The great mistake we make with our dogs In working them too 
voting, by this 1 menu overwork. A dog of twelve or eighteen mouths 
is not able to do u day's work; it ought uever to he asked of him. and 
he should never he put to hard work till full three years old. It will be 
cheaper to buy nu old dog that kuows Ids business than to overwork 
your voting oue. Two, or at the most three, hour* for one day is 
enough, twice a week, for a dog of eighteen mouths; the same applies if 
only oucc a month; but a mau that can only get uway ouce a month 
has no business at all with a young dog, if he wants to shoot, unless he 
either has a breaker, or keeps his dogs always In a breaker's hands. 
Many will say: I cannot afford to keep two; l can only get away from 
business once in a while for a day or two; therefore. 1 must work my 
young dog. llow, then, is it cheaper for me to buy an old dog and 
only work my young oue ao little, and why? This is easily 
answered. A nog of six. eight or ten year* old, with all his natural 
<]iiaUties intact, viz.: nose, pace,endurance aud pluck i* y which I thiuk 
will not hi 1 denied/ as far superior iu the field to a younger oue a* an 
old hunter is to a you tiger oue. all other things being equul, owing to 
experience. The generality of dog* are overworked when young, aud 
their constitutions so strained that lust when they are most valuable 
they hreuk up and are old, years before their time. At six years old a 
dog is. or ought to he, iu bis prime, aud should uot begin to go down 
hill lili nine, ten or eleven, according to their constitutions. If properly 
taken care of. 1 have seen some at twelve as good us they ever were. 
Here, owing to this overworking -just wheu they ought to be at their 
best—they begin to decline; therefore. 1 say. even ou tue score of econ¬ 
omy. it is cheaper to buy nu old dog aud only use your young one for a 
couple of hours up to eighteen months, aud not over Imlf a day till he 
is full three vear*. if yon wish your dog to really do you good service in 
ihe field. 1 have ivau. and boeu told occasionally, of dogs working day 
in and day out, week after week, aud have owned such dogs myself; 
hut uot withstanding, never saw a dog equal to going the *<///*< /wee aud 
to work ft/ualli/ iv*fl from morning to night. A dog does not aud can¬ 
not work with the same vim and pace from morning to night. The 
most satisfactory way of shooting, to those who can afford it. is to 
Chauge their braces at noon, ami if is the only way to get the utmost 
sport iu one day. There is a good deal of talk at the present time 
about false pedigrees. So lung as sportstmen buy dogs from any except 
known and reputable sources, because thev save a few dollars, so long 
will they get wliat they do not want, aud false pedigrees attached. 
Sport-men before buying should apply the old proverb, Penny wise 
pound foolish.” 

As the Kenuel Club meet* Ihe end of August, the question: “What 
constitute* u puppy?” will most likely arise, and if those interested iu 
field trials Would give their opiuions on this subject in Ihe sporting 
papers, the club would he more apt to settle this question satisfac¬ 
torily. in my opluion dogs horn in 1875 are eligible In 187« for the pup 
py stake*. My reasons for so thinking ur*- a* follows: Dogs, os a 
rule, come iu heat Spring and Autumn, and as regard* field trials 
ought to count the same aa horses, commencing the first of January; 
therefore, u dog born in *75 would count us a one-vear-old. rising two 
in *7H. This would do away with all cavilling, a* there i* sure t* be, if 
any intermediate age is arbitrarily voted for, as required for field 
trials. Say eighteen month* is fixed upon for the date, as It was I be¬ 
lieve last year. This would he au injustice to those having dogs born 
prior, if hut for one flay, toibe lfnliof May. supposing 15th of November 
for the trials, as It would make their puppies ineligible, beside* throw 
lug out many that would be very likely entered, as more puppies are 
born before than after that date. 1 myself have some puppies borti a 
few day* prior to eighteen mouths, and should thiuk it very hard I 
could uot enter them it disposed to do so, although if poiuts for re¬ 
trieving are allowed. 1 for one would never spoil a dog, intended for 
my own use, by entering it. J sec the Field quotes Snapshot In an 
article taken from the Live Stock Journal and Fancier’* trdtetti i. Eng¬ 
land. where the writer advm-ates hunting single dogs at field trial*, and 
make* out a very plausible theory for so doing, we propose to say 
something in our next on thl* subject. 

Sprntt’s Dog Biscuit*—Who'll Bet Them I

Notes From Texas. 


Galveston, July 33,1876. 

EnrroK Chicago Fikld ;—Mr. W. G. Moore has several 
very fine pointers and is a first rate sportsman and shot, and 
is a clever boy outside of all these. Mr. Megan has a 
pair of Gordon setters, the bitch shows fine breed but the 
dog with the least said is the soonest mended. Mr. John¬ 
ston has a fine Red Irish Better dog, Mr. Miller has a fine 
Black Gordon and Irish bitch, Col. McCarty of Eagle Lake 
has a fine Btock of lemon and white setters, and in Houston, 
there are “cords” of fine bird dogs, plenty of game and 
plenty to hunt it. Here on the island we have hardly any 
game, we have in their seasons, ducks, snipe, marsh hens, 
curlew, plover, chickens, deer etc.; we have to go up 
the road for there are a great many more hunters than there 
is game most of the time. Our crack shots will range in 
about the following order: First, Captain Storm or the 
custom house, Major Link, "The Blonde Hunter,” Mr. Jas. 
Johnston and Mr. Pascall; occasionally-Pascall’seyesight is 
bad and he sees two ducks flying and shoots between to make 
sure of (none) one. .Mr. Gee is another good Bhot and 
hunter, and is a No. 1. after fish. 

The mail did not reach here until Saturday, being four 
days behind; I went to the post, office every (lay expecting 
my Fikld, but no Field made its appoarnnee until yester¬ 
day and 1 can tell you I have had a good time this morning 
reading.
